To the Citizens of the ‘Town of Gorham: 


This has been a transitional year for the Gorham Fire De- 
partment. Chief Raymond Burke resigned his post after being 
chief for five years. The present officers are John P. Chandler, 
Chief; Leslie Bean, Assistant Chief; and James Nugent, Deputy 
Chief. 


The past year we received word from the underwriters that 
the White Rock Station has been accepted as a rated station. 
We have put a capital improvement program in for the coming 
years for replacing the old pump in the village and outlying 
areas. We are also in the process of up dating our alarm card. 


I would like to remind the citizens of Gorham that they need 
burning permits for outside burning unless the ground is covered 
with snow and also need permits for approved incinerators. 
Permits may be obtained from the chief officers. 


During the past year fires were at a low average. They were 
as follows:

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Police Department Report 


In 1972 the Gorham Police Department consisted of five full 
time officers and one civilian clerk-dispatcher. Those serving 
with the department during the year were Chief Cortland W. 
Tice, Sgt. Gary S. Ross, Patrolmen Donald C. Forbes, David M. 
Kearns, Peter E. Murray and Ronald W. Shepard. 


Officer Ronald W. Shepard was selected to fill a position 
created when the Gorham Town Council passed the 1972 
budget in February. However, the position was not filled until 
August because we were trying to use this position as part of 
the departments in-kind contribution for a federal grant. 


Set. Gary Ross attended and graduated from the New Eng- 
land Institute of Law Enforcement Management at Babson 
College. Patrolman Ronald Shepard graduated from the six 
weeks basic school at the Maine Law Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice Academy in December. 


Set. Ross and Patrolman Forbes gave many talks on safety 
and drugs throughout the year to civic organizations and schools. 
Drug related arrests were up 106% in 1972. 


Chief Tice was appointed to the Maine Municipal Associa- 
tion Public Safety Committee and attended monthly meetings 
working on public safety issues to be presented to the legisla- 
ture in the next session. Several meetings of the Maine Chiefs 
of Police were attended as well as the annual conference of 
the New England Association of Chiefs of Police. Chief ‘Tice was 
elected to a two year term as a director on the Executive Board 
of the New England Association of Chiefs of Police. 


In July a teletype machine was installed. This connects your 
local department with other law enforcement agencies through- 
out the country and with the National Crime Information CGen- 
ter (NCIC) computer in Washington, D.C. enabling police to 
query the computer on stolen items such as cars, guns, T.V., 
etc. and receive a reply usually within five minutes. For the 23 
weeks in use, a total of 107 formal messages were sent out. 
This does not include the informal inquiries with NCIC. 
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I would again like to express my sincere thanks and appre- 
ciation to the regular and special police officers for their support 
and loyalty to the department. On behalf of the members of the 
department, I would like to express appreciation for the co- 
operation given the department by all other agencies, and to 
the many others who have supported and assisted the depart- 
ment in some way during the year.

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Gorham Rescue Squad 


On December 31, 1972 the members of the Gorham Rescue 
Squad finished another very busy year with a record 32 calls 
for a one month period. This also established a record of 274 
calls for the year which is an increase of 9 over 1971. 


The Squad treated 279 persons for injuries that varied from 
dog bites to carbon monoxide poisoning. Again this year general 
sickness, automobile accidents and falls (in that order) were 
the three major types of injury. 


The Squad volunteer man hours ranged somewhere between 
21,000 and 25,000 during the year plus keeping their licenses 
up to date and serving a 6 hour tour of duty in the Emergency 
Division of the Maine Medical Center. The men attended 
County and State meetings and participated in the first State 
Ambulance and Rescue Association convention held in Port- 
land. 


During 1972, as in previous years the members demonstrated 
the Unit and its equipment for service organizations, school 
children, PTA groups and Boy Scout troops. 


High praise and money donations were received by the Squad 
from patients, their relatives, friends or employers. 


Through the efforts of Morrill York, Rescue Chief Robert 
Atkinson, ‘Town Manager Eben Marsh and the Town Council 
a new Rescue garage and meeting room was built. Again with 
volunteer man hours the Squad finished much of the painting, 
heating work, electrical and carpet work. 


The one low note for all members of the Squad this past 
year was the resignation of the dispatcher Betty Burke. Her 
fine work during the past 5 years will never be forgotten. It 
will be very hard to find anyone with Betty’s ability to collect 
all necessary information and relay it correctly to the men on 
duty. 
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If statistics are any indication (and the men all know that 
this past year was an increase in use of the Rescue Squad over 
that of 1971) the members of the Gorham Rescue Squad stand 
ready to meet the challange of 1973.

To the Citizens of Gorham: 


Last winter’s late season storms kept the Department busy 
with plowing and sanding into the second week of April. 


The Department finished cleaning up sand, raking, patch- 
ing and painting of town highways late in May. 


This year we had the catch basins cleaned with mechanically 
operated equipment. This machine cleaned these basins in less 
time and for less money than previous methods. 


Our summer program started with ditching operations on 
many rural roads and some streets in the compacts. After ditch- 
ing we continued with our tarvia program. We completed a total 
of 27.8 miles of town highways with either seal coating or 
mulch. 


Early in the fall we purchased a larger capacity street sweeper. 
This sweeper will speed up our street sweeping. In the future, 
the streets in the compacts will be swept on a regular schedule. 


We hope in the on-coming season to provide better services 
to the citizens of Gorham. 


Plans are being made now for extensive resurfacing of com- 
pact streets, more ditching on roads and installation of multi- 
plate culverts to replace the Hodgdon Road and the Shaw’s 
Mill Road Bridges. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Manager, office 
staff and the Public Works Department personnel for their 
cooperation this past year.

MARTHA ROBIE PARK COMMISSION

This summer of 1972 The Robie Park Commission in co- 
operation with the Presumpscot Valley Association employed 
Nate Caliendo to direct the seven week recreational program. 
The Park Director at the Robie Park was Mary Mackay with 
Cathy and James Philbrick assisting. 


Swimming was again scheduled twice a week at Sebago Lake 
State Park with an average attendance of one hundred (100) 
children per trip. The total enrollment in the Park program 
exceeded 370 with 197 registered for the daily activities. 


Special events which seemed to be very popular were Donut 
on a String, apple bobbing, finger painting, plaster of paris 
moulds, and craft stick contests. Once a week and sometimes 
more often the park sponsored a watermelon party, cook out 
or marshmallow roasting event. These brought large attend- 
ances. 


The Ten Team Little Baseball League again was very active 
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in the summer program and the Jaycees organized and pro- 
vided coaching for over 150 boys between the ages of nine and 
thirteen. Men’s softball could be seen at Robie Park six days a 
week and women’s softball is growing in the shadows of the 
Village School. 


The major step made in the summer recreation program this 
year was the founding of three new Babe Ruth Teams. This 
gives another 40-50 boys an opportunity to continue actively in 
a baseball program after reaching the age of thirteen. While 
these teams are not part of the Robie Park Program we do 
solicit your support and backing for the coaches and organizers 
of this new program. 


The plans for 1972 are to continue the program at Robie 
Park as it is presently developed and attempt to maintain and 
improve our facility so that its intensive use can continue as a 
part of the total recreational program we see developing in 
Gorham. 


The Park Commission would like to thank the council, the 
town employees, the Jaycees and all other citizens of Gorham 
for your past support and hope you will again feel able to fund 
our budget. In addition this Commission respectfully suggests 
that physical support should also be considered for summer 
recreational programs outside of our park program as the Robie 
Park facilities are not sufficient to satisfy the growing demand 
for this type of activity in Gorham.

This area has been 
approved by the RC&D. 


We still have the diseased tree problem with us as approx- 
imately 400 diseased trees were removed in 1972.

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TREE REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1972 


The number of dead elms in the town of Gorham is diminish- 
ing each year, but the number removed in 1972 was still very 
high. 

Following is a list of all the trees of all kinds that we worked 


on for the year. 


Removed—371 elms, 8 maples, 15 miscellaneous species. 
Pruned—25 elms, 48 maples, 2 miscellaneous species. 
Pruned and fertilized—22 elms, 1 maple, 1 apple. 
Pruned and Cabled—8 elms. 

A complete renovation of Phinney Park is as follows: 


Removal by root of all shrubs around Monument, World 
War I, World War II, and Phinney Monument. All lower 
branches of trees throughout the park were removed and trees 
pruned. Also the flagpole was painted and the ball was gilded. 
The Mugo Pine across the street on the fire station lot was 


pruned. 


A new plan was sketched for the installation of new shrubs, 
by Charles W. Knight, Tree Warden and Landscape Advisor. 
The new shrubs were planted by The Lucas Tree Expert Co. 
as well as all pruning, under the supervision of Mr. Knight. 


The new shrubs are—4 Taxus Hicksi Yews—4™-5 feet. 


2 Pacific Yews (Taxus Nigra) —3-3% feet. 
2 Taxus Hicksi Yews—18-24 inches. 
41 very dwarf Yews, (Taxus Nana) for low hedging.

The major functions of the Health Officer in 1972, were, as 
usual, to inspect the sewage and water systems of our trailer 
parks, to provide immunizations at town clinics, and to serve as 
a center for complaints about sewage disposal, which have 
usually been referred to the Plumbing Inspector for investiga- 
tion and advice. Occasionally, persuasion from the Health 
Officer has seemed urgent to speed repairs and sanitary code, 
there is little that law enforcement personnel can do to make 
the few offenders of good taste and cleanliness conform. 


In spite of the lack of a full time department of public health, 
some progress seems to have been made by the town toward a 
major sewage disposal system and in converting from open 
burning to a covered dump. The reduction of burning leaves 
and trash by private citizens also has been noticeable over the 
last two or three years of public concern about air pollution, 
and we approve this as part of an overall effort to reduce the 
atmospheric gases and particles which can make breathing so 
much worse for the sufferers of chronic lung disease. 


We are receiving excellent help from our visiting nurses at 
town clinics and in watching over the health of pre-school and 
school children with screening exams. They can provide far 
more bedside and home care for the private patient than has 
been requested so far.

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Planning Board Report 


Seventeen meetings of the Planning Board were held during 
1972. Harvey Sawyer served as Chairman and the firm of Wil- 
liam Dickson Associates were the Planning Consultants. 


During this period fifteen sub-division hearings were held. 
These hearings were for all stages through which a presenta- 
tion must progress before being approved. There were five 
pre-application conferences. Two variances were granted be- 
cause the division and sale of lots would not have a potential 
impact on the Town so as to require governance by the Land 
Use and Development Code. Three Sub-divisions were given 
final approval. Four presentations were refused because of the 
lack of data or because they violated the standards of the Sub- 
division Ordinance. A recreational plot plan was submitted and 
approved for an overnight camping area in East Gorham. The 
second Phase of the Friendly Village Mobile Home Park was 
approved. 


The Comprehensive Plan, as prepared by the William Dick- 
son Associates, was presented to the Planning Board for review 
and acceptance. 


The Plan is an advisory document to assist in the day-to-day 
decisions of our Community as to how the future growth must 
be directed in a sound and realistic manner. Because the trend 
of residential development is away from the urbanized area, 
we are strategically located to receive significant development. 


Research for the Comprehensive Plan, shows the direction of 
growth in relation to the existing land use. The extension of the 
public water system, the future sewerage system and the Soil 
Conditions will also have an effect upon the direction of de- 
velopment. 


The results of this research show that only through adoption 
and enforcement of Codes can the Town control the direction 
of development. Zoning, or land use regulation, is a principal 
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means of encouraging development to occur in locations most 
beneficial to the community. 


A Moratorium by the Town Council against acceptance and 
approval of new sub-divisions became effective February 19, 
1972. The moratorium will continue until a revised Land Use 
and Development Code has been adopted by the Town Council. 
After many meetings and Public Hearings the present Land Use 
and Development Code was adopted by the Town Council and 
became effective August 1, 1972. 


A list of items to be considered, when the Capital Improve- 
ment Budget is presented, was approved by the Board and pre- 
sented to the Council for their action. 


Sewerage, water mains, reclassification of Little River, by- 
pass of the center of Town by the State Highway and con- 
ferences with soil technicians were among many items considered 
by the Board. 


This has been a busy and productive year for the Planning 
Consultants and the Planning Board.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit my first report 
to you as your new superintendent. I am most happy to be 
here in Gorham and to serve you in whatever way I can. In 
general, I feel that Gorham has a good sound school system, 
certainly above average; and the staff has impressed me as being 
professional, conscientious and dedicated. The schools are well 
organized and for the first time in several years, classroom space 
is not a major problem. The citizens are to be commended for 
their support of schools and for electing a school committee 
whose members are truly interested in doing that which they 
feel is best for the educational program. It is rewarding to 
work with them. 


Last September first, Mr. Dwight G. Webb retired after 
serving sixteen years as the superintendent of schools in Gorham. 
Over these years he gave his best to improve the schools in the 
town, to work toward a progressive educational system, and to 
maintain a friendly working relationship between the citizens, 
school committee, administration, teachers and pupils. Through 
his tenure the pupil enrollment grew from 1279 to nearly 2100, 
which necessitated a proportional growth in staff and the build- 
ing of the Little Falls School (1956), Gorham High School 
(1959), White Rock School (1962), Village School (1963) and 
the new Gorham High School Addition (1972). These schools 
serve as a tribute to him and his many years of dedicated ser- 
vice to Gorham. We all wish him well in his retirement. 


The recently completed addition to Gorham High School 
with its new ten room open classroom area, library, industrial 
arts shop, music room, gym station and locker facilities, has 
relieved the overcrowding situation throughout the system and 
last September saw the end of double sessions at the secondary 
level and the return to a normal school day. Enrollments this 
year have remained about constant and have actually decreased 
twenty-nine pupils from last year. Therefore it appears that 
there will be a respite from school construction for a while. 
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Our next projects should probably be to modernize the Millett 
and Shaw Schools. When this is done, the school plants in 
Gorham will all be in excellent shape. 


Nineteen Hundred Seventy-Two brought several changes in 
the school curriculum. The open school concept, centered around 
a modern library-media center, is working very well, but with 
some “bugs” and problems which in time will be ironed out. 
The phase-elective English program was introduced at the 
high school and allows students a great deal of latitude in 
course selection according to both their ability and interest 
levels. The physical education program has changed to include 
additional gymnastics and a credit system for activities taken 
outside of school, such as tennis, bowling, and swimming. The 
music department also now allows credit for outside related 
activities. ‘The industrial arts program encompasses graphic 
arts, photography, electricity-electronics, house wiring, as well 
as a much improved junior high school offering in the world 
of manufacturing and construction. In addition we have twenty- 
five students attending the Regional Vocational-Technical Cen- 
ter at Westbrook along with other students attending selected 
courses in mathematics, languages, social studies, sciences and 
physical education at the University of Maine, Portland-Gor- 
ham. At the elementary kindergarten level a strong reading 
readiness program known as Alpha Time has been introduced 
which stresses sound development, letter recognition, visual- 
auditory discrimination and creativity. 


This year our contract with the University of Maine at Gor- 
ham expires and we will for the first time in many years be 
receiving no remuneration through the college for their use of 
our schools. Our intention is to maintain a strong partnership 
with the college, but we will restrict their participation in the 
Gorham schools to those programs which are to the mutual 
advantage of the college and the school department. The college 
is a definite advantage to us because of the help they can give 
us in such areas as in-service education and curriculum de- 
velopment. We look forward to this new relationship. 
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This coming year the school department will be adding an 
elementary principal, an art teacher (and program) and an 
additional business education teacher. Greater emphasis will be 
placed on curriculum development, evaluation and supervision; 
and we will be striving, as in the past, to continue to improve 
our educational offering, stressing the importance of the need 
to individualize the school program as much as practicable.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash accounts were verified — 
by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depository 
and/or bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as dis- 
bursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirma- 
tion were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of re- 
corded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. The minutes 
of the council meetings, as recorded by the town clerk, were 
reviewed as they pertained to financial matters. Trust, reserve 
and debt fund transactions were examined. Surety bond cover- 
age was determined.

COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $177,825.41 lapsed to surplus, per the 


following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $218,954.33 
Overdrafts 41,128.92 
Net Unexpended Balance $177,825.41 


The overlay and revenue derived from excise and supple- 
mental taxes, less tax abatements and overdrafts in public works 
and general government accounts, were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The records did not 
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indicate that the legislative body had authorized overdrafts 
in appropriation accounts. 


Actual revenue exceeded estimated by $20,853.82. ‘The excess 
of actual over estimated revenues was reflected principally in 
administration, Westbrook District Nursing Association and 
interest accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 


ASSETS .... The cash balance, which included general, high 
school addition, industrial park and federal revenue sharing, 
totaled $250,627.52 at December 31, 1972. The bank balances 
used in reconciling this amount were confirmed by the deposi- 
tories. Attention is directed to the amount of bank deposits as 
they pertain to bank insurance coverage. 


Accounts receivable of $17,091.50 consisted principally of 
funds due for State subsidies and from various trust funds. 
Approximately 88% of this amount had been collected at time 
of audit. 


Taxes receivable totaled $119,710.14 of which $113,898.81 
represented current year accounts. The remaining balance of 
$5,811.33 was for prior year accounts dating from 1963. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property amounted to $34,550.61 and 
$5,796.43 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . The 
general fund liabilities included principally accounts payable of 


$7,099.11. 


The departmental accounts showed net unexpended balances 
of $65,823.52 carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or council order. 


The unappropriated surplus of $254,059.04 reflects an increase 
of $39,189.26 for the year. This increase was occasioned prin- 
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cipally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed 
and actual over estimated revenue less transfers for a reduction 
of the tax levy. 


DEBT FUND .. ... The debt fund incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding industrial 
park road construction notes of $25,000.00 and construction and 
capital improvement bonds of $994,000.00. The notes mature 
over the next five years while the bonds mature in the ensuing 
twenty years. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... The trust fund prin- 
cipals were $124,139.75 and unexpected income amounted to 
$45,873.50 at the year end. These funds were invested in time 
deposits of $113,155.82 and in various securities amounting to 
$56,434.93. An amount of $422.50 was due from the general 
fund. 


The capital reserve funds amounted to $133,645.54 and repre- 
sented municipal building construction and public works garage 
funds. These funds were on deposit in the Gorham Savings 
Bank, Gorham, Maine.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the. 
accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash accounts were verified 
by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depositories 
and/or bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of con- 
firmation were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. The minutes of 
the council meetings, as recorded by the town clerk, were re- 
viewed as they pertained to financial matters. Federal revenue 
sharing, debt, trust and reserve fund transactions were ex- 
amined. Surety bond coverage was determined.

COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $247,334.07 was lapsed to surplus, per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts:

Overdrafts 48,771.83 
Net Unexpended Balance $247,334.07 


The overlay, revenue derived from excise and supplemental 
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taxes and an unexpended balance in the South Street recon- 
struction account, less tax abatements and overdrafts in com- 
munity health service, dispatching, Timothy Acres—road paving 
accounts, were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. The records did not indicate that the legisla- 
tive body had authorized overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


The estimated revenue amounted to $874,619.13, as com- 
pared with actual revenue of $792,796.73 for the year. The net 
decrease in revenue of $81,822.40 appeared principally in the 
State aid road construction, Baxter Library and the school 
general purpose aid subsidy accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 


ASSETS ... .. The cash balance, which included general, 
payroll, federal revenue sharing, industrial park, high school 
addition and Reece Corporation industrial building, totaled 
$78,046.82 at December 31, 1973. The bank balances used in 
reconciling this amount were confirmed by the depositories. 


Accounts receivable of $100,625.70 consisted principally of 
funds due for State subsidies and from federal revenue sharing 
funds. Approximately 65% of this amount had been collected 
at date of audit. | 


Taxes receivable totaled $113,279.34 of which $106,852.97 
represented current year accounts. The remaining balance of 
$6,426.37 was for prior year accounts dating from 1964. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property amounted to $34,489.07 and 
$5,759.50 respectively. 


DEFERRED CHARGES .. . . Expenditures of $43,734.59, 
which were in excess of funds available, as shown on Exhibit 
D, are carried forward as deferred charges pending further fi- 
nancial activity. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... The gen- 
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eral fund liabilities consisted principally of accounts payable 
totaling $1,372.22. 


Unexpended departmental balances of $136,751.19 were 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or council order. 


Federal revenue sharing payments for the entitlement periods 
January 1, 1972 to June 30, 1972, July 1, 1972 to December 31, 
1972, January 1, 1973 to June 30, 1973 and the first quarterly 
payment for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1973 amounted to 
$169,083.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund were 
$5,897.88. Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of 
$161,307.12 were transferred to the town’s operating and 
estimated revenue accounts and allocated for various purposes. 


Unappropriated funds at December 31, 1973 totaled $13,673.76. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $217,758.47, a 
decrease of $36,300.57 for the year. This change resulted prin- 
cipally from an amount transferred to reduce the 1973 tax levy 
and actual under estimated revenue less the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND ... . The debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding industrial 
park road construction and Fort Hill project notes totaling 
$39,000.00 and construction and capital improvement bonds of 
$904,000.00. The note mature over the next four years while 
the bonds mature in the ensuing eighteen years. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... The trust fund prin- 
cipals were $129,639.75 and unexpended income amounted to 
$48,907.67 at the year end. The funds were invested in time 
deposits of $122,112.49 and in various securities amounting to 


$56,434.93. 


The capital reserve funds amounted to $5,599.63 and repre- 
sented municipal building construction and public works garage 
funds. These funds were on deposit in the Gorham Savings 
Bank, Gorham, Maine. 
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GENERAL 


The town council authorized transfers from surplus to reduce 
the 1973 tax levy and for various departmental operations. ‘The 
use of federal revenue sharing funds for various purposes was 
also council authorized. 


During the year authorization was given by vote of the town 
council and a referendum by the people to borrow up to 
$2,500,000.00 to finance the development of the Gorham 
Industrial Park. Council action was taken on December 18, 1973 
to accept the proposal of the Casco Bank and Trust Company, 
but the actual funding had not been completed at the year end. 
This action was based on Title 30, Section 5325 of the Maine 
Revised Statutes Annotated of 1964, as amended and refers to 
the Municipal Industrial and Recreational Obligations Act.
